He bucked the eni,ntie across 


the Park street crossing and bear­ 
ing a peculiar noise he jumped from 
the engine to investigate and found 
Mr. Wead on the track. 
He felt of 
him and found that although the body 
was warm tiiat the man was dead. 
He 
nastened to the city and informed 
Xight Oilicers Jones and Perry of w^hat 
had happened and it was not long un­ 
til Constable Segar and Justice Kim­ 
ball were on the scene and the follow­ 
ing jury was impanelled:

DEAF MUTES. 


Special Service for Them at Holy Trinity 
Church. 


The rector of Holy Trinity church, 
Benton Harbor, the Rev. Mr. Wood­ 
ruff, takes this means of giving extend­ 
ed notice of a special serviee in the 
interests of church work among deaf 
routes, to be held on Monday, Septem­ 
b e r 5, at 7 :.'U) o’clock, in the evening. 
In conducting the same, he will be as­ 
sisted by the Rev. Austin W. Mann. 
M. A., 
general missionary to deaf 
mutes in the dioce»es of the middle 
west, including 
Western Michigan. 
He will Interpret the evening service 
of the Episcopal church into the sign 
language as the rector proceeds orally. 


The sernion will give a brief history 
of deaf mute education in the United 
States, and the work of the Fpiscopal 
church, with her admirably adopted 
prayer book syste.m in meeting the 
spiritual needs of the graduates of the 
100 state schools counted from one 
ocean to the other. 
It will also give 
some idea of the power of sign language 
in elevating the deaf intellectually 


and spiritually. The subject has never 
been presented here before, and for 
that reason will no doubt interest. 


Readers of this notice are requested 
to show, it to their deaf mute friends. 
Neighboring papers will conferà great 
favor by copying it. 


Before entering 
upon missionary 
work among those situated like him­ 
self Mr. Mann held a position at the 
Michigan 
institution 
at 
Flint 
as 
teacher. 
In the winter of 1873 he was 
licensed by the bishop to lay read. 
On 
July 1, IHT5, he began to itinerate in 
several additional dioceses. Two years 
later the late Bishop Bedell, of Ohio, 
ordained him to the diaconale.

ONE TICKET ADMITS TO ALL 


Ouo of the most thrilling experiences 
fttoorded in the auiials of shooters’ ca- 2HlL^iggi 
reer.s was that in which Dick Singleton, 
an old time Bradford shooter, played 
the role of hero. He played it well too. 
That the sensational drama did not turn 
out to be a tragedy in which six lives 
were taken in the la.st act is duo to the 
hero’s cool head, quick decision and su­ 
perb uerve in the face of almost certain 
death. 


Singleton was one of the best known 
shooters in the Bradford Held. 
Ho had 
all the qualities wliich enter into the 
make up of a .successful juggler witii 
death’s agencies. He had shot hundreds 
of wells and traii.s])orted glycerin all 
over roads which at certain seasons 
had no counterpart for all round vil 
lainy anywhere, but his reckU'ss caution 
had always averted a catastrophe. 


One day Singleton .started out to shoot 
tt well located near Bradinr<l. The well 
had been “ drilled in ” two or three days 
before, but the shoDter liad been too 
busy to put in a shot. 


Arrived at the well Singleton pro­ 
ceeded to fill the shells with glycerin 
from his cans. 
That is a ijroceeding of 
some delicacy, as glycerin allows ne. 
liberties to bo taken with it. Care must 
be exercised in i)ouring the stutY from 
the cans into the .shelhs. 


The well was about 1,800 feet deep, 
and during the interval since drilling 
had stopped about 1,000 feet of fluid 
had accumulated in the hole. 


There \ v :\h nothing unusual about 
that, but something unu.sual did haj)- 
pen speedily and most inopportunely; 
something calculated to turn one’s hair 
gray anti make such an inn)ression on 
the memories of the men present as 
tinjo could not efface. 


The glycerin shell had been lowered 
several hundred feet, and Singleton was 
slowly playing out the cord, when he 
felt the lino slacken. 
Imnu diately he 
heard an ominous roar. 
It was a sound 
to apiuill the stoutest heart. 


The well had started to Howl 
Singleton knew the meaning of that 
sound. 
He knew that a column of oil 
1,000 feet high, obeying the impetus of 
the mighty forces of nature, then in 
convulsion 2,000 feet underground, was 
forcing to the .surface with a wdoeity of 
a cannon ball a shell containing 20 
quarts of glycerin. 


He realized that the propulsive energy 
of that ctdunui of oil would project the 
shell against the timbers of the derrick 
with tremenduus force. 
No need to 
speculate on what would follow the im ­ 
pact. 


All this w’as flashed upon Singleton’s 
coiisciou.sness as he stood leaning over 
the hole. 
The thought flash and the 
signal of peril were coincident in point 
of time. 


It was an awful moment— such 
mouu*nt a.s no man had ever experienced 
and liverl to de.scribe. 


Singleton's companions understood 
the import of that terrifying .sound. 
Acting upon a natural imijul.se, tliey 
turntd to flee, seeking in fliglit the 
safety which they knew it was futile to 
htJpe for. 
Almost before terror conic; 
impart motion to their limbs tlio catas­ 
trophe* would befall. 


If Singleton had lo.st his head or hes­ 
itated for only a fractional part of a sec­ 
ond, six men would have been blown 
into eternity, and another horror woulc' 
have been added to the h mg U.st charge« 
to the account of nitroglycerin. 


13ut-lie did not lo.se his head. 
He 
knew that flight was useles.s. 
No time 
for that. 
Wiiether he should run or 
stay, death .seeemd to be inevitable. 


If he should .stay, there was one 
chance—only one. It came to Singleton 
like an inspiration. The one chance de 
cided him. Desperate as itwa.s— a mil 
lion to one that it would fail—he re 
solved to take it. 


Who can say what pa.ssed through 
the m an’s mind during the inappreciable 
fraction of time that he waited to put 
his plan into execution? 


Perhaps Singleton himself could not 
describe what his mental vision beheld 
in that brief interval between the warn 
ing and the appearance of the messenger 
of eternity. 


He was conscious of nothing but the 
peril which was rushing upon him and 
ins companions and of the st(*rn re.solv 
to stand at his post and do all that he 
roic manhood could do to avert the im 
pending doom. 


Men think quickly at such time. Sin 
gleton’s mind iictedw'ith the celerity o 
lightning. His muscles obeyed the man 
date of the will with electric prompt! 
tude. 


He made his title clear to heroism on 
that eventful day. 
He braced himself 
and as the t^hell shot from the hole he 
threw' his arms around it, not knowing 
but the sudden arrest of motion woulc. 
explode the charge and not knowing 
that he could hold the shell at all. 


Desperation 
gave 
him 
strength 
There he stood, victor over death, sui 
prised to find himself alive and smoth 
ered in the thick, greasy fluid which 
flowed from the well and fell in tor 
rents upon him. But he held fast to the 
prize which his alert mind, quick ey 
and pronjpt action had won in the 
band to hand grapple with the forces o 
destruction. 


Singleton is still living somewhere 
in the lower oil country, aud ho occa­ 
sionally tries iiis hand at a sliot, but if 
be should live ontil the final day of 
iudgmeot he coold never forget the day 
when he played baek stop in the game 
betwoea life and death, with nature in 
the bos Mid dO qmrls of oilrbgljoefiii
